The Indian Peace Treaties. 


The treaty made by the Indian Commissioners 


with tho Ktowa and Comanehe tribes on the 21st 
intt., ghes them aboul six thousand square miles 
(three and a half million acres) ol laud, embraced 
between the north fork of the Red Kiver and thu 
Red Rlvi'r, beginning at the Intersection ol the 
thirty llfth parallel with the ninety-eighth inerld- 
iaii,embraclng the southwestern corner of the pres- 
ent Indian tcrrilory.wllh fraellon a from Ihe Texas 
tribe), now estimated at four thousand persons, 
or about eight hundred lodges. This Tand will 
thereloic give eight hundred acres lo each 
man, woman and child. 
U is also provided 


that these tilbcs bhall Induce their brethren, the 
Coinanclicl in northern Texas, to come and live 
with them, and If they succeed that the United 
Slates will enlarge their reservation, adding a 
quantity of land sutlicieilt to give encll person of 
the remaining Oomauche* that have been induced 
to ci.mi', three hundred and twenty acres. This 
will leave a section of country on the Texas fron- 
tier free from the Indians, and open tho way lo 
clvlll/.ing a roving band. On this reservation 
hero are seteral bands of the Comanchcs already 
farming, and by Colonel Pennj backer nud others 
It l» proposed 10 build an agency house, a ware- 


IIOIWB and oilier buildings, for a teacher, farmer, 
miller, physician, Ac., and that these persons be 
furnished by the Commissioners for the Indians, 
and live ou the reservation and aid them. 


In lieu of the annuities provided under the 


treaty of 1805, It la proposed to clvc each Indian 
on the reservation annually a suit of clothes,con- 


Isling of coat, pantaloons, hat and socks, and In 


addition to this, that 125,000 bo given annually, 
In such articles as the Indians most need. Seve- 
ral other provisions are made to furnish seeds 
and agricultural implements to such Indians a« 
may commence farming. The Indians agree to 
keep lasting peace; to capture no women or 
children, to attack no more trains, and lo cease 
killing men ; and It la also agreed to allow them 
to hunt on the old reservation, south of Arkan- 
saj, until the seltlemcnts drive Ihcm away from 
that hunting ground.. « . «» *
